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DEATH OF HENRY WARD BROWN» "RS 


Hon. Henry Ward Brown, the vet¬ 
eran representative of the people of 
San Mateo county in the state assem¬ 
bly, died at the South San Francisco 
General Hospital on Friday morning, 
June 16th, after many months of in¬ 
tense suffering, the ailment which 
caused his death being of a cancerous 
nature. 

Mr. Brown was born at Orland, 
Maine, in October, 1852. He came to 
California in 1875. Since then his 
home had always been in San Mateo 
county, but he had followed his pro¬ 
fession, the practice of law, with 
offices in San Francisco. In 1892 he 
married Margaret Pauline McCul¬ 
lough, and she survives him. 

He was a graduate of the Colum¬ 
bian (now George Washington) uni¬ 
versity of Washington, D. C., attended 
law schol there and was admitted to 
the bar by the supreme court, District 
of Columbia, in 1875. After coming to 
California, he attended the Hastings 
Law School, university of California, 
from which he graduated in 1893. He 
was assistant and deputy United 
States surveyor of customs in San 
Francisco from 1880 to 1886 and 
deputy United States shipping com¬ 
missioner there from 1889 to 1893. 

He was elected to the state assem¬ 
bly from San Mateo county in 1898, 
and was re-elected in 1900 and again 
in 1902. He was out of the assembly 
for four years from 1904 to 1908. In 
1908 he was again elected to the as¬ 
sembly and re-elected at each suc¬ 
ceeding election to and including 1914, 
and was a member of the assembly at 
the time of his death. 

Altogether his service as a repre¬ 
sentative of San Mateo county was for 
seven terms, or fourteen years in all, 
and he had reached the honorable dis-' 
tinction of dean of the state assembly. 

Henry Ward Brown was a very loyal 
member of the national republican 
party. In the early years of his legis¬ 
lative career, in the years when the 
republican political machine dom¬ 
inated in the state, he was not infre¬ 
quently an outspoken critic of party 
methods and procedure, and was by 
the bosses feared as an independent 
who could not be counted upon to 
“take program,” but in later years, 
when the time of stress came and the 
very existence of the republican party 
in the state was imperiled, Henry 
Ward Brown came bravely to the 
front in the fight to save his party 
from defeat. In politics, as well as in 
his chosen profession, Henry Ward 
Brown scorned the tricks of the dema¬ 
gogue and the artifices of the petti¬ 
fogger. As a high-minded man, he 
preferred to lose rather than win by 
deceit or dishonesty. At one time he 
was proferred the republican nomina¬ 
tion as state senator for his district, 
but declined because it did not come 
through the regular and legitimate 
way. As a legislator he won a dis¬ 
tinguished place as a foremost advo-

In Los Angeles the street car com¬ 
panies are losing thousands monthly.

That the common carriers, such as 
the street car lines and electric and 
steam railroads, with a few . hundred 
millions invested, also have rights, 
does not seem to disturb the jitney 
man in the least. 

But let some other equally irre¬ 
sponsible thing on wheels come along 
and threaten the business of the 
jitney, and there would be. another 
tale to tell.

PROCEEDINGS OF 
THE COUNTY BOARD 
(EMINS 


The board of supervisors met in 
regular session on Monday, June 12th, 
at Redwood City. 

The minutes of the meetings of May 
18th and of June 5th were read and 
approved. 

The report of County Auditor J. J. 
Shields, showing the aggregate 
amount of allowances that can be 
made against the several funds of the 
county for the month of June, was 
read and ordered filed. 

A communication was received from 
Durley & Co., bond and investment 
brokers of Los Angeles, asking for 
information relative to contemplated 
improvements of roads in San Mateo 
county, with a view of obtaining road 
district bonds. 

The clerk was directed to reply to 
the communication and inform the 
above parties that the roads in the 
county were practically completed. 

On recommendation of Surveyor 
Neuman and on .motion of Supervisor 
MacBain, seconded by Supervisor 
Thompson, the oiling contract on the 
new La Honda road from Folgers to 
the summit of the mountain was 
ordered accepted. 

Supervisor MacBain presented and 
read the following deductions in the 
plans and specifications for the new 
county jail: 

1. That the concrete floors now 
specified and shown for the second 
tier of cell work, including all floor 
space of exercise corridor, cells and 
guards’ corridor, be omitted. 

2. That all plumbing fixtures now 
shown for the second tier of cell 
work, including finished work for 
showers, also the fixtures in the 
guards’ toilet and one hose reel, to be 
omitted, but it does not omit the 
roughing in for all of this work. Said 
roughing in for the above-mentioned 
fixtures must be done according to 
the original plans and specifications, 
with all pipes properly installed, 
tapped and vented. 

3. Omit all electric wiring shown in 
the second tier of cells, leaving an 
outlet and a main conduit for future 
work and connecting lights. Rough 
in for the telephone, annunciator and 
push switch as shown on plans, but 
eliminate the fixtures. 

4. Omit the painting of all cell and 
corridor work where shown in the 
second tier of cells and corridor grat¬ 
ings. Rough in for steam radiators 
in second iter of cells, but omit the 
setting of the steam radiators. 

The above changes in the specifica¬ 
tions amount to $1256. Deducting this 
amount from the lowest bid submitted, 
$43,563, that of Newsom & Henning, 
left the contract price $43,563. 

The changes and deductions in the 
plans and specifications having been 
agreed upon by Newsom & Henning, 
the contract was thereupon awarded 
to thorn on motion o* Supervisor Mac¬ 
Bain, seconded by Supervisor Brown, 
the payments on the contract to begin 
after July 1, 1916. 

Several changes and omissions in 
the original plans and specifications 
for the cell work of the new jail hav¬ 
ing been presented by Supervisor 
MacBain, it was ordered, on his mo¬ 
tion, seconded by Supervisor Brown, 
that the clerk readvertise for new 
bids for the above work, the bids to 
be opened July 10, 1916. 

H. C. Tuchsen, trustee- of Redwood 
City, addressed the board and asked 
that the county stand its share of the 
expense in connection with the instal¬ 
lation of a number of storm culverts 
on the county road mithin the incor¬ 
porated limits of Redwood, made 
necessary on account of the construc¬ 
tion of the concrete shoulders on 
either side of the hignway. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, it was 
ordered that the county pay its pro 
rata of the above work, Mr. Tuchsen 
to secure the necessary bids. 

On motion of Supervisor Brown, 
seconded by Supervisor MacBain, the 
following claims were ordered re¬ 
ferred to County Auditor Shields to 
ascertain if figures are correct: 

City of San Bruno, $1309.83, being 
the amount of the second installment 
of 1915 taxes for the San Bruno light¬ 
ing district; town of Redwood City, 
$1092.65, the amount due for the de¬ 


linquent taxes collected by the county 
of San Mateo,

WE SHOULD EAT 

MORE DRIED FRUITS 


In these days when preparedness 
and economy are being preached from 
every side, Professor M. E. Jaffa, con¬ 
sulting nutrition expert of the Cali¬ 
fornia state board of health, calls at¬ 
tention to the high food value of dried 
fruits. During the coming winter, the 
fruits which are now ripening will be 
of great value in their dried form and 
should be eaten in much larger quan¬ 
tities. 

Dried figs, apples, raisins, apricots, 
prunes and dates are wholesome foods 
which build tissue and yield energy. 
The chief nutritive element in dried 
fruits generally is sugar, which is the 
most easily digested and assimilated 
of all the carbohydrates. Since sugar 
is one of the most important factors 
in producing muscular energy for the 
body, the high nutritive value of dried 
fruits must be well appreciated. 
Raisins, prunes and apples are par¬ 
ticularly high in sugar, and, according 
to Professor Jaffa, these form an ideal 
portion of the diet. 

The salts and organic acids found 
in dried fruits also have hygienic and I 
medicinal value and the mineral in- ! 
gredients are most important. Pro- j 
fessor Jaffa says that it matters not! 
whether it was instinct or knowledge 
that led man to combine nuts and 
fruits—the result is a happy one.

Unless the Clinton Fireproofing and 
Construction Company takes immediate 
steps toward building the Putah creek 
bridge, west of Davis, the Yolo and 
Solano Boards of Supervisors will re¬ 
advertise for bids after serving a five- 
day notice on the Clinton people. 

Because the authorities failed to keep 
the evidence on ice and consequently 
the wine in the case had turned to vin¬ 
egar, the preliminary hearing of John 
Galli, Del Rosa rancher charged with 
selling liquor in dry territory, resulted 
in the dismissal of the defendant. 

The County Supervisors visited San 
Dimas to look over the boundaries for 
the proposed incorporation of the com¬ 
munity as a city. The district ranged 
a mile long and one and one-eight of 
a mile wide, it is slightly larger than 
the incorporated district of Covina. 

With a tubercular clinic already es¬ 
tablished and operating, the Sacramen¬ 
to Settlement association has set out to 
raise funds sufficient to erect in a cen¬ 
tral location in Sucramento city a 
modern nursery, to be at the disposal 
of mothers who are forced to work. 

The Board of Supervisors of Riv¬ 
erside county awarded the contract for 
the construction of the remaining gap 
in the highway which will connect 
Beaumont with Riverside by way of the 
Moreno liills. The C. L. Hyde Con¬ 
struction Company secured the work at 
its bid of $14,636. 

Protesting against introducing mili¬ 
tary training in the High School, a del¬ 
egation composed of members from tho 
Ministerial Union, the Parent-Teachers’ 
Federation and the Woman’s Peace 
i’arty appeared before the Pasadena 
Board of Education urgirg that plans 
therefor be abandoned. 

An expenditure of $23,000 for a 
heating system at the California School 
for the Deaf and Blind at Berkeley 
lias been authorized by the advisory 
board of the State Department of En¬ 
gineering, as was another expenditure 
of $0940 for a steam distribution sys¬ 
tem at the same school. 

Because the committee of striking 
workmen at Long Beach presented for 
his consideration ail agreement drawn 
up by the iron trades unions, Manager 
Foley of the California shipyards 
abruptly terminated the conference be¬ 
tween employer and former employes 
and the company will go on hiring free 
workmen. 

Cack Henley, who has pitched the 
Sacramento Trolley League team to six 
straight victories, has been released by 
Manager Charles Doyle, and has been 
signed by llughie Smith, former Angel 
first-baseman, now manager of the Co¬ 
lusa Prune Pickers. Thu valley town 
offered Henley a fat salary to entice 
him away from home. 

William Thiailkill and forty other 
residents of Portola, Plumas county, 
merchants, doctors, laborers, engineers, 
restauranteurs, barbers, etc., have filed 
with the Railroad Commission a coin- 
plaint against the Portola Water Com¬ 
pany alleging that its rates are too 
high, and that the average charge for 
water to three or four hundred families 
is $2 a month each. 

Lists which are now on file with the 
county officials show that sufficient 
pledges have been secured for the form¬ 
ation of the farm bureau as an essen¬ 
tial preliminary to the appointment of 
a Tulare county farm adviser. Each of 
the 800 members of the proposed bureau 
will pay $1 annually toward the ex¬ 
penses, the salary of the adviser to be 
paid jointly by the State Department 
of Agriculture and the Federal agri¬ 
cultural authorities.
